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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  COMMITTEE 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 


The  New  Act. 


JHIS  is  the  last  annual  report  which  will  be  issued  by  the 
Infirmary  as  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  as  the  National  Health  Service 
Acts  come  into  operation  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 


Persona!  Support  for  Hospitals. 

The  British  Hospitals  Association  has  issued  a  memorandum 
in  answer  to  the  many  questions  raised  by  present  supporters  to 
hospitals  in  connection  with  continued  help  after  the  “  Appointed 
Day.”  The  report  states  : — 

“  The  National  Health  Service  Acts  lay  on  the  Minister  of  Health  the 
duty  of  providing  a  hospital  service  which  is  comprehensive  :  that  is,  a 
service  which  is  available  to  all,  and  whose  purpose  is  to  meet  in  full  the 
needs  of  those  who  use  it.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  hospitals,  which  in 
the  past  have  relied  so  much  on  voluntary  financial  support  for  their  day 
to  day  maintenance,  will  no  longer  be  dependent  on  it  in  that  way.  It  has 
however  been  made  equally  clear  that  there  will  still  be  need  in  the  hospital 
service  for  local  interest,  local  initiative  and  local  support  ;  and  that  those 
generous  helpers  who  have  in  the  past  done  so  much  to  meet  human  needs, 
to  foster  interest  and  to  stimulate  progress  in  our  hospitals  will  continue 
to  find  in  them  a  field  in  which  very  valuable  service  can  be  rendered  to 
the  community.” 

“  Until  actual  experience  has  been  gained  of  the  operation  of  the  new 
service  it  is  not  possible  to  forecast  precisely  or  exhaustively  the  kinds  of 
voluntary  help  that  will  be  most  needed.  But  it  is  possible  to  give  a  general 
indication  of  ways  in  which  interest  and  support  will  obviously  be  helpful 
and  welcome.  These  may  take  the  form  of  personal  service  or  of  financial 
help.” 
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Examples  of  the  help  we  need  : — 

(a)  By  Personal  Service,  in  consenting  to  join  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  a  hospital  group  or  the  House  Committee  of  an 
individual  hospital  ; 

(b)  By  retaining  the  Royal  Infirmary  League  and  the  Clothing  and 
Needlework  Guild  so  as  to  continue  the  inestimable  benefits 
derived  by  patients  from  their  generosity  and  help  ; 

(N.B. — The  contribution  scheme  will,  of  course,  cease  to  function). 

(c)  By  the  continuance  of  the  Library  scheme  so  ably  undertaken  now 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  ;  the  Waiting  Room  Canteen  in  which 
the  W.V.S.  have  given  invaluable  assistance  ; 

(d)  By  financial  support  as  follows  : — 

“  Although  the  full  maintenance  costs  of  the  hospitals  will  be  a  public 
charge,  provision  has  been  expressly  made  by  the  National  Health  Service 
Acts  for  the  new  committees  of  management  of  hospitals  to  enjoy  the  use 
of  “  free  monies  ”  to  be  spent  as  they  think  fit  on  hospital  purposes.  The 
hospitals  will  have  at  their  disposal  income  from  past  endowments  and 
they  will  be  able  to  receive  and  hold  future  voluntary  gifts. 

None  of  these  gifts  ( including  annual  subscriptions  and  donations )  will  be 
transferable  to  the  State,  nor  used  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  hospital’s  maintenance *. 
On  the  contrary,  committees  of  management  will  be  free  to  apply  them 
(subject  to  any  express  wish  of  the  donor)  in  providing  additional  amenities 
for  patients  or  staff,  in  undertaking  experimental  work  of  various  kinds, 
or  in  supplementing  in  other  appropriate  ways  the  resources  of  the  service. 

*  Where  subscriptions  or  donations  are  made  after  the  appointed  day  by  Deed  of  Covenant 
for  7  years,  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  (or,  in  the  case  of  a  teaching 
hospital,  with  the  Board  of  Governors  ;  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Scottish  hospital,  with  the 
Board  of  Management),  the  provisions  of  the  Income  Tax  Act,  1918  as  adjusted  by 
subsequent  Finance  Acts  affecting  covenanted  subscriptions  will  continue  to  apply, 
i.e.,  the  hospital  Committee/Board  will  be  able  to  claim  refund  of  Income  Tax.  The 
reason  is  that  although  the  hospitals  as  such  will  be  State  Institutions,  the  new 
Committees  or  Boards,  by  virtue  of  the  N.H.S.  Act  1946,  are  constituted  Trustees 
with  legal  corporate  entity  and  are  empowered  to  receive,  hold  and  administer  charitable 
gifts  in  accordance  with  Section  59  of  the  English  Act  (Section  58  of  the  Scottish  Act). 

It  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  committees  of  management,  to 
patients  and  to  staff  alike  if  each  hospital  has  at  its  disposal  funds  which 
can  be  used  at  discretion  to  meet  the  infinite  variety  of  special  circumstances 
and  peculiar  needs,  which  are  bound  to  arise  and  which  may  not  easily  or 
appropriately  be  met  through  the  expenditure  of  public  funds.” 


REVIEW  OF  THE  PAST  YEAR 


Preliminary  Training  School. 

The  School,  which  is  situated  at  44  London  Road,  has  now  been 
in  operation  for  a  whole  year  and  31  Student  Nurses  have  passed 
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through,  of  whom  three  only  were  unable  to  continue  the  course. 
The  School  has  proved  a  great  success,  not  only  as  a  means  of  giving 
the  students  a  preliminary  training  before  taking  up  their  duties 
at  the  Infirmary,  but  also  raising  the  status  of  the  hospital  and 
thus  attracting  more  “  would-be  ”  Nurses,  and  as  a  result,  increasing 
the  Nursing  Staff  at  the  Infirmary.  The  house  accommodates,  in 
addition  to  the  Sister  Tutor  and  domestic  staff,  a  maximum  of 
12  students. 


Nurses’  Prize-Giving. 

On  Friday,  5th  December,  Miss  E.  Cockayne,  S.R.N.,  S.C.N.* 
Matron  of  the  Royal  Free  Hospital,  London,  presented  the  prizes  to 
the  successful  Nurses,  and  gave  a  most  interesting  and  inspiring 
address.  The  Chair  was  taken  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Gloucester. 
The  Committee  is  pleased  once  again  to  say  that  the  standard  of 
marks  gained  by  the  Nurses  was  very  high  and  that  the  gold  medal, 
presented  for  the  first  time,  was  won  by  Nurse  B.  E.  M.  Harris,  who 
had  the  highest  total  aggregate  marks  throughout  the  whole  of  her 
training. 


N  urses’  Home. 

The  work  of  installing  steam  radiators  in  every  bedroom  in 
the  Nurses’  Home,  has  now  been  completed  and  better  toilet 
facilities  have  been  provided.  The  total  cost  of  these  improvements 
is  £2,700. 


Accommodation  for  Nursing  Staff. 

There  is  now  insufficient  accommodation  in  the  Nurses’  Home 
for  the  increased  number  of  nurses  who  are  required  in  order  to 
carry  out  additional  commitments. 

The  Committee  has  therefore  agreed  to  lease  No.  146  London 
Road  as  an  additional  nurses’  home,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be 
occupied  before  the  winter  of  1948-49.  The  house  which  is  nicely 
situated,  is  in  very  good  condition  and  will  accommodate  twenty- 
five  nurses. 


Nurses*  Gold  Medal. 

By  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  C.  V.  Knight,  who  earmarked 
a  sum  of  money  in  a  private  account  for  the  express  purpose  of 
purchasing  a  gold  medal  every  year,  it  has  been  possible,  this  year, 
for  the  first  time,  to  present  to  one  of  the  Nurses  such  a  medal, 
which  is  a  replica  of  the  Infirmary’s  Training  Badge. 

Affiliation  of  Stroud  General  Hospital. 

In  view  of  the  General  Nursing  Council’s  regulation  that 
hospitals  with  less  than  100  occupied  beds  cannot  continue  to  be 
recognised  as  full  training  schools  for  Nurses,  it  became  necessary 
for  the  Stroud  General  Hospital  to  associate  with  a  larger  hospital, 
and  this  has  resulted  in  that  hospital  being  associated  with  the 
Infirmary  for  the  training  of  their  Student  Nurses.  An  agreement 
has  been  entered  into  whereby  Stroud  General  Hospital  will  have 
a  call  upon  at  least  three  places  in  the  Preliminary  Training  School, 
from  time  to  time,  and  these  students  will  have  to  spend  two  years 
at  the  Infirmary  and  one  year  at  the  Stroud  General  Hospital. 

Re-Union  of  Past  Nurse  Trainees. 

A  very  successful  re-union  of  past  Nurse  Trainees  was  held  in 
the  Nurses’  Home  and  it  was  a  most  enjoyable  affair.  It  was  the 
first  of  its  kind  ever  introduced  at  the  Infirmary  and  it  is  now 
proposed  to  have  a  re-union  every  year. 

General  Nursing  Council  Examinations. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  have  to  report  that  the  General  Nursing 
Council  approved  of  the  holding  of  examinations  at  the  Infirmary 
as  from  the  1st  October  last.  Previously  the  examinations  were 
held  at  the  Technical  College,  but  since  now  there  are  separate  desks 
for  Student  Nurses  the  examinations  can  be  held  in  the  hospital. 

Kitchens. 

During  the  year,  new  equipment  was  purchased  for  the 
main  kitchens  with  a  view  to  giving  more  adequate  service.  Steps 
are  being  taken  to  appoint  a  Catering  Officer,  who  will  be  in  charge 
of  the  whole  of  the  kitchen  services,  including  the  engagement  and 
supervision  of  the  staff,  and  the  cooking  and  serving  of  meals  for 
the  patients  and  staff. 
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Water  Softening  Plant. 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  installation  of  a  Permutit 
Water  Softening  Plant  and  the  work  is  well  under  way.  The 
approximate  cost  of  the  installation,  together  with  electric  motors, 
tanks,  etc.,  will  be  £1,500. 

Staff  Locating  System. 

Great  delay  is  often  experienced  in  locating  members  of  the 
Medical  Staff  and  others  in  the  Infirmary  who  may  be  required 
urgently,  and  valuable  time  wasted  in  finding  them.  It  has  therefore 
been  decided  to  conform  to  the  modern  practice  in  large  hospitals 
by  installing  a  locating  system.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  instal  a 
modern  electric  locating  system,  the  approximate  cost  of  which 
will  be  £1,500. 

Medical  Block. 

It  has  been  decided  to  erect  a  stretcher  lift  in  the  Medical 
Block  and  an  order  has  been  placed  with  a  well-known  firm  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  decided  that  the  work  shall  be  given  priority. 
The  cost  will  be  approximately  £2,500. 

Laundry  Department. 

We  have  to  report  that  the  machinery  for  the  laundry,  ordered 
over  twelve  months  ago,  has  not  yet  been  delivered,  notwithstanding 
repeated  requests  through  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry 
of  Works.  It  would  appear  that  the  firms  concerned  have  to  send 
a  large  proportion  of  their  output  for  export  and  therefore  we  shall 
have  to  wait  a  little  longer. 

Proposed  Extensions. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  draft  plans  were  submitted  to  the 
Regional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  but  with  regret  we 
have  to  report  that  very  little  progress  has  been  made.  The  plans 
were  approved  by  the  Medical  and  Lay  Boards  and  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in  the  meantime  quantities  were  taken 
out  so  that,  should  the  Ministry  decide  that  the  scheme  could  go 
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forward,  tenders  could  be  invited.  However,  owing  to  the  very 
difficult  position  regarding  building  in  general,  no  headway  has 
been  made  in  this  matter,  but  constant  pressure  is  being  brought 
to  bear  on  the  Ministry  of  Health  through  its  officials,  in  view  of 
the  considerable  overcrowding  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  urgent 
need  for  more  in-patient  accommodation. 

During  the  year,  Professor  G.  S.  Wilson,  Sir  Philip  Panton 
and  Dr.  G.  C.  Kelly,  representing  the  Ministry  of  Health,  visited 
the  hospital  and  examined  the  plans  of  the  extensions  and  the 
proposed  site.  It  would  appear  from  their  report  that  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Pathological  Department  is  not  large  enough  for 
the  work  of  an  “  Area  Laboratory.”  Therefore,  it  was  proposed 
that  the  plans  be  re-sketched,  but  since  then  a  suggestion  has  been 
made  that  the  work  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Department  should 
be  transferred  to  another  hospital  and  the  accommodation  thus 
released  could  be  included  in  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  and 
*  so  allow  the  floor  above  to  accommodate  a  Children’s  Ward  as  a 
self-contained  unit.  It  is  on  these  lines  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
is  being  pressed  for  approval  of  the  original  plans. 

Children’s  Ward. 

In  view  of  the  closing  down  of  the  Gloucester  Children’s 
Hospital,  representation  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
early  consideration  of  plans  to  increase  the  bed  accommodation, 
including  a  Children’s  Ward,  but  so  far,  the  Ministry  has  not 
granted  the  necessary  licence  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out. 

Children’s  Clinic. 

A  Paediatric  Clinic  has  been  set  up  and  is  held  at  the  Infirmary 
every  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2  p.m.,  when  Dr.  Terry  is  in  attendance. 
This  Clinic  has  become  essential  in  view  of  the  closing  down  of 
the  Gloucester  Children’s  Hospital,  and  with  the  introduction  of 
an  Area  Paediatric  Service,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the 
Infirmary  should  have  such  a  clinic  to  provide  this  necessary  service 
under  the  new  Education  Act  in  relation  to  the  National  Health 
Service. 
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Special  Clinics. 

Other  clinics  for  children  have  been  set  up,  including  a 
Congenital  Heart  Clinic,  which  is  held  at  the  Infirmary  at  9.30  a.m. 
on  the  third  Friday  of  every  month. 

Radiotherapy  Department. 

During  the  year,  the  Cheltenham  General  Hospital  and  the 
Royal  Infirmary  have  been  recognised  as  an  Area  Unit,  associated 
with  the  Bristol  Radiotherapy  Department,  under  the  Cancer  Act, 
and  a  whole-time  Therapy  Radiographer  has  been  appointed.  The 
Bristol  General  Hospital  has  kindly  arranged  for  a  Visiting  Radio¬ 
therapist  to  attend  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  on  alternate  Wednesdays* 
to  see  all  patients  suffering  from,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from, 
Cancer,  and  to  consult  with  all  members  of  the  Visiting  Medical 
Staff  on  such  cases. 

Electrocardiograph  Department. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  work,  it  was  decided  to  appoint 
a  whole-time  technician  who  would  be  responsible  for  this  essential 
part  of  medical  service,  and  the  appointment  has  proved  a  success, 
because  the  work  has  increased  beyond  our  imagination.  An  order 
was  placed  for  a  portable  Electrocardiograph  apparatus  at  a  cost 
of  £180,  which  has  now  been  delivered. 

Orthoptic  Department. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  an  Orthoptist  has  been  appointed 
and  commenced  her  duties  on  March  1st.  This  very  important 
department,  associated  with  the  correction  of  squints,  especially  in 
children,  has  proved  essential  and  beneficial  to  many,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  work  will  increase  rapidly  with  the  introduction 
of  the  New  Health  Service. 

X-Ray  Department. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  Mr.  Morgan  Davies,  Consulting 
X-Ray  Engineer,  were  obtained  with  a  view  to  advising  on  the 
purchase  of  modern  X-Ray  Diagnostic  apparatus,  in  place  of  the 
present  units,  which  have  been  in  use  for  many  years.  Upon  his 
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recommendation,  orders  were  placed  for  shock-proof  apparatus,  at 
an  approximate  cost  of  £8,000.  Part  of  this  order  has  already  been 
executed  by  delivery  of  a  Westinghouse  Fluoradex  mechanically 
controlled  tilting  table  Unit  which  is  now  in  use.  The  rest  of 
the  equipment  will  be  installed  within  the  next  few  months. 

Almoner’s  Department. 

During  the  year,  Miss  Yates,  the  Almoner,  resigned  her  post 
having  been  appointed  Head  Almoner  at  Addenbrookes  Hospital, - 
Cambridge.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  our  appreciation 
of  her  services.  Her  successor,  Miss  M.  Moncaster,  took  up  her 
duties  on  24th  November  and  has  already  proved  to  be  a  very 
good  choice  and  is  developing  a  Social  Service  Department,  in 
accordance  with  the  latest  requirements. 

Occupational  Therapist. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  applicants  for  the 
post  of  part-time  occupational  therapist,  and  because  the  Medical 
Board  does  not  consider  that  a  full  time  therapist  would  be  fully 
employed,  it  has  been  decided  to  substitute  Handicraft  Instructors 
for  teaching  suitable  patients. 

Convalescent  Home. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Royal  West  of  England 
Sanatorium,  Weston-Super-Mare,  to  have  a  number  of  beds 
available,  from  time  to  time,  for  convalescent  cases  from  the 
Infirmary.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Sanatorium  for  making 
these  arrangements. 

Chapel. 

By  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  F.  C.  Gardner,  a  new  altar  table  and 
furnishings  have  been  installed  in  the  Hospital  Chapel  in  memory 
of  her  late  husband,  Mr.  F.  C.  Gardner.  The  Lord  Bishop  of 
Gloucester  performed  the  Dedication  Service  in  the  Chapel  on 
Tuesday,  23rd  December,  when  personal  friends  and  members  of 
the  Weekly  Board  were  present.  The  Governors  desire  to  place 
on  record  their  very  grateful  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
Mrs.  Gardner. 
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Fees  in  Private  Wards. 

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  all  commodities,  it  was  decided, 
on  1st  March,  1947,  that  the  fees  for  the  private  rooms  should  be 
increased  from  £8  8s.  Od.  to  £9  9s.  Od.  a  week  and  the  semi¬ 
private  wards,  from  £4  I  Os.  Od.  to  £5  I  Os.  Od.  a  week.

Resident  Medical  Staff. 

In  view  of  the  introduction  of  more  clinics,  extra  work  has 
been  placed  on  the  Infirmary  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase 
the  Resident  Medical  Staff. 

The  following  appointments  have  been  made  : — 

A  Medical  Registrar,  an  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Registrar,  a 
Gynaecological  Registrar,  and  Registrar/Anaesthetist. 

Royal  Infirmary  League. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  League,  80  coloured 
heat-resisting  tea  trays  were  purchased  for  the  Women’s  Wards 
and  the  Needlework  Guild  has  also  promised  to  purchase  a  further 
quantity  for  the  rest  of  the  hospital.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to 
the  League  and  to  the  Guild  for  these  magnificent  and  acceptable  gifts. 

Service  to  Other  Hospitals  in  the  Area. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  Dr.  E.  W.  Hyde, 
Diagnostic  Radiologist,  visits  the  Dilke  Memorial,  Lydney  and 
Berkeley  Hospitals,  thus  enabling  these  smaller  hospitals  in  the 
district  to  have  the  services  of  a  Specialist. 
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Joint  Standing  Lay  Committee. 

A  Joint  Standing  Lay  Committee  has  been  formed,  consisting 
of  representatives  from  the  Cheltenham  General  Hospital,  the 
Royal  Infirmary  and  the  City  General  Hospital.  They  are  as

The  following  addition  was  made  to  Rule  6 — Sub-Section  8  : — 

(8)  (a)  The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  representatives 
to  serve  on  a  Joint  Standing  Lay  Committee  representing  the 
Infirmary  in  association  with  other  hospitals  in  the  area,  and  the 
appointed  representatives  shall  have  power  to  make  all  joint 
appointments  to  serve  the  hospitals  concerned. 

This  Committee  meets  at  the  Cheltenham  General  Hospital, 
and  the  Royal  Infirmary  alternately,  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every 
month,  when  matters  affecting  the  three  hospitals  are  considered 
and  joint  appointments  to  the  Medical  Staffs  are  made. 

By  increasing  the  co-operation  between  the  hospitals  concerned 
and  maintaining  the  existing  good  relations,  this  Committee  serves 
a  very  useful  purpose. 


In  Memoriam. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  report  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  C.  V.  Knight,  on  the  17th  November,  1947,  and  Mr.  H.  Benfield, 
on  the  14th  January,  1948. 

Mr.  Knight  had  been  associated  with  the  Infirmary  for  over 
40  years  and  had  served  on  the  General  Committee  since  1923. 
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Mr.  Benfield  had  not  only  been  on  the  General  Committee 
since  1928  but  had  been  Chairman  of  the  Workpeoples’  Contributory 
Committee  for  more  than  10  years. 

The  Governors  wish  to  record  their  high  appreciation  of  the 
invaluable  services  given  to  the  Infirmary  by  these  gentlemen.

All  members  of  the  League  are  asked  to 
read  the  pamphlet  issued  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association 
entitled  “  Personal  Support  for  Hospitals  in  the  National  Health 
Service,”  copies  of  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  House  Governor 
and  Secretary.  The  Committee  earnestly  hopes  that  the  League 
will  continue  its  work,  enlarge  its  scope,  and  receive  the  support 
it  deserves. 

The  Clothing  and  Needlework  Guild,  nothwithstanding 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  supplies,  has  contributed  272  articles  of 
clothing  and  linen.  The  Committee  is  deeply  sensible  of  the  valuable 
work  so  generously  done  and  the  excellent  quality  of  the  workman¬ 
ship  and  ventures  to  hope  that  it  will  be  continued,  for  who  can 
doubt  that  it  will  be  wanted  and  appreciated  as  much  as  ever. 
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The  British  Red  Cross  has  continued  the  customary  weekly 
visit  to  the  wards  with  a  lending  library  for  patients.  This  kindly 
work  is  greatly  appreciated  and  the  Committee  wishes  to  express 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Red  Cross  for  their  work,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  continue  after  the  “  appointed  day.” 

The  Ladies  of  the  W.V.S.  have  been  most  kind  in  superin¬ 
tending  the  work  of  a  canteen  in  the  waiting  room,  which  is  a  great 
convenience  to  those  out-patients  who  have  long  to  wait.  The 
Committee  desires  to  express  its  warmest  thanks  to  the  W.V.S. 
for  service  rendered  in  this  way,  for  which  so  many  patients  will  be 
for  ever  grateful. 

Special  thanks  are  also  offered  by  the  Committee  to  Ministers 
of  Religion  for  their  appeals  on  behalf  of  the  Infirmary,  to  those 
good  friends  who  assist  with  collecting  boxes,  to  the  organisers  of 
church  parades  and  to  those  who,  notwithstanding  hard  times, 
have  continued  to  send  donations  and  subscriptions  to  the  Infirmary. 

The  Committee  wishes  also  to  pay  a  warm  tribute  and  to  express 
its  thanks  to  the  newspaper  press  of  Gloucester  and  the  Forest  of 
Dean  for  dealing  with  matters  of  interest  and  publishing  reports. 

Workpeople’s  Hospital  Committee 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Committee  feels  that  a  last  word 
of  thanks  should  be  given  to  the  Workpeople’s  Hospital 
Committee  (past  and  present)  for  the  organisation  of  a  magnificient 
voluntary  effort  which  has  resulted  in  a  sum  of  no  less  than  £478,973, 
including  the  League  contributions,  being  handed  to  the  Infirmary. 
It  is  difficult  to  know  how  the  Infirmary  could  have  survived  without 
the  help  of  this  contribution,  made  possible  by  the  loyal  support  of 
many  devoted  workers.  Thousands  of  patients  it  is  felt,  would  wish  the 
Committee  to  express  once  again  its  warmest  appreciation  to  all 
those  who  have  made  this  great  example  of  voluntary  effort  a 
complete  success. 

And  finally  the  Committee  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the 
Visiting  Staff,  the  Resident  Staff,  the  Matron  and  her  Staff,  the 
Chaplain  and  the  Administrative  Staff  for  their  loyal  work  and 
co-operation  during  the  past  year.  The  many  changes  in  admini¬ 
stration  have  brought  a  heavy  burden  on  the  office  staff  combined 
with  a  shortage  of  available  personnel.  They  have  nevertheless 
carried  on  with  a  good  spirit  which  is  highly  commendable.

The  number  of  in-patients  has  increased  by  160,  and  of  out¬ 
patients  by  3,638.  Out-patients  included  I  10  cases  received  under 
the  Government  Emergency  Scheme. 

The  average  stay  of  each  in-patient  has  been  15.1  days— the 
same  as  in  1946. 

Of  the  4,767  in-patients  admitted  3,385  were  received  as 
emergency  cases,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers 
from  the  Out-patient  department,  39  through  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinic,  832  under  arrangements  with  the  County,  City  and  other 
Authorities,  32  under  the  Government  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme, 
and  479  private  patients. 

The  number  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age  treated  in  the 
wards  was  838,  and  as  out-patients  1,515  ;  of  the  latter  198  were 
eye  cases.

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The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  semi-private  wards 
was  345,  the  daily  average  number  of  beds  occupied  being  1 4*4 
against  14*2  in  1946  ;  and  to  the  private  rooms  134,  the  daily  average 
number  of  beds  occupied  being  5*1  against  5*2  last  year. 

In  the  Ophthalmic  department  1,277  out-patients  and  310 
in-patients  were  treated  and  250  major  eye  operations  were 
performed.  The  number  of  out-patients  attendances  was  3,291. 

In  the  Physiotherapy  Department  30,891  treatments  were 
given,  of  which  2,842  were  massage,  15,512  daily  electrical  treatments, 
and  12,537  remedial  exercises.  During  the  year  remedial  exercises 
were  begun  in  four  of  the  wards  and  the  total  number  given  was 
10,084. 

The  out-patients  attendances  in  the  Orthopaedic  department 
were  3,721. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  ultra-violet  ray  department 
was  220  and  2,278  treatments  were  given,  of  which  488  were  by 
mercury  vapour  lamp  and  1,790  by  carbon  arc  lamps. 

In  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  department  870  in-patients  were 
admitted  and  761  operations  were  performed.  The  total  number 
of  attendances  at  the  out-patients  clinic  was  2,922  and  1,959  daily 
treatments  were  given. 

During  the  year  162  cases  were  referred  to  the  dental  depart¬ 
ment  by  the  medical  and  surgical  staff. 

In  the  Pathological  laboratory  20,069  specimens  were  examined, 
of  which  5,483  were  for  the  County  and  City  Authorities,  2,358 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health,  8,421  for  the  Infirmary  and  3,807  for 
the  Emergency  Medical  Scheme. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  patients  in  the  Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic  continue  to  work  satisfactorily.  An  extra  clinic 
has  been  provided  on  Tuesday  evenings.  Comparison  figures  of 
patients  attending  were  447  in  1947,  518  in  1946. 

At  the  Neurological  Clinic  365  new  out-patients  were  treated 
during  the  year,  the  total  attendances  being  634. 
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At  the  Plastic  Surgery  Clinic  31  new  out-patients  were  seen 
during  the  year,  the  total  attendances  in  the  department  being  50. 

In  all  the  operating  theatres  of  the  hospital  4053  operations 
were  performed. 

In  the  X-Ray  department  during  the  year,  the  following  work 
was  done  ;  Gastro-lntestinal  Examinations  797,  Renal  Examinations 
209,  Gall  Bladder  Examinations  126,  Chest  Examinations  1,522, 
Orthopaedic  and  Fractures  4,831,  Other  examinations  503.-7,745 
cases  radiographed  and  17,957  radiograms  taken. 

In  the  X-Ray  Therapy  department  150  new  cases  were  received 
and  1,666  treatments  were  given. 

During  the  year  211  cases  were  dealt  with  in  the  Electro¬ 
cardiographic  department. 

The  ordinary  expenditure  has  increased  by  nearly  £15,500 
mainly  due  to  the  increasing  costs  under  the  following  headings  : 
Dressings  £928,  Domestic  Expenses  £1,495,  Drugs  and  Chemicals 
£1,314,  Instruments  £1,952,  Salaries  and  Wages  £8,297. 

Although  there  has  been  this  very  considerable  increase  in  the 
expenditure,  the  figures  do  not  in  themselves  present  a  complete 
picture  of  the  hospital’s  activities.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  cost  of  services  cannot  be  judged  unless  the  standard  of  such 
services  is  also  known.  Comparing  the  expenditure  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  with  other  provincial  hospitals  of  comparable  size,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  figures  are  not  out  of  proportion. 

Payments  to  other  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  contributors 
and  their  dependents  show  a  decrease  of  £446. 

The  ordinary  income  shows  an  increase  of  £15,175,  mainly  due 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  State  Grant  on  Nursing  Salaries,  £7,167 
being  grants  for  the  years  1944,  1945  and  1946,  and  payment  on 
account  for  the  years  1947  and  1948,  £3,209  from  local  Authorities 
for  the  treatment  of  school  children  and  an  increase  of  £2,1  15  from 
other  hospitals  in  respect  of  treatment  rendered  to  their 
contributors. 
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Annual  subscriptions  amounted  to  £1,839  being  a  decrease  of 
£47  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  Committee  would 
draw  the  attention  of  subscribers  and  others  to  the  great  benefit 
to  be  derived  by  the  Infirmary  from  the  recovery  of  Income  Tax 
on  covenanted  subscriptions,  and  it  takes  this  opportunity  of 
pointing  out  that  contributions  may  be  earmarked  to  the  Gloucester¬ 
shire  Royal  Infirmary  and  Eye  Institution,  notwithstanding  the 
introduction  of  the  National  Health  Act  and  the  pooling  of  the 
finances  of  all  hospitals. 

It  is  hoped  that  our  many  subscribers  will  continue  to  help  us. 
All  that  is  required  to  enable  donors  to  spread  their  subscription 
over  a  period  of  seven  years  is  the  completion  of  the  form  of 
covenant  inserted  in  this  report. 

Workpeople’s  contributions  have  increased  by  £809  this  year, 
£30,132  9s.  5d.  having  been  received  against  £29,323  I  Is.  5d.  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  sum  of  £3,192  18s.  I  Id.  has  been  received  from  the  Royal 
Infirmary  League,  and  is  an  increase  of  £365  3s.  Id.  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

Donations  show  an  increase  of  £186,  as  compared  with  the 
amount  received  in  1946. 

The  Committee  tenders  its  grateful  thanks  to  all  the  many 
donors  and  to  the  organisers  of  all  social  functions  which  were 
held  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Infirmary. 

Proceeds  of  collecting  boxes  realised  £198  this  year.  The 
Committee,  while  tendering  its  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
public  who  have  made  themselves  responsible  for  these  collections, 
will  be  very  glad  to  hear  of  “  would  be  ”  helpers  willing  to  take 
collecting  boxes  to  assist  the  Infirmary.  Notwithstanding  the 
pending  changes  in  administration,  there  is  still  room  for  individual 
collections  to  be  earmarked  for  the  Infirmary  so  that  the  local 
Management  Committee  will  have  a  fund  at  its  disposal  to 
“  augment  the  service  ”  covered  by  the  New  Act. 
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Collections  from  places  of  worship  amounted  to  £647  as  against 
£636  in  1946.  The  Committee  is  very  grateful  for  this  continued 
support. 

Payments  received  in  respect  of  motor  accidents  coming  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Road  Traffic  Acts  amounted  to  £397  as  against 
£318  in  1946.

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MATRON’S  REPORT 


The  average  number  of  staff  throughout  the  year  has  been  120 
as  compared  with  109  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1946. 

The  Preliminary  Training  School  has  progressed  well,  31  nurses 
having  passed  through  it  in  the  first  year  ;  only  three  of  these 
nurses  failed  to  continue  their  training. 

In  the  State  Examinations  24  candidates  entered  for  the  Final 
Examination — 19  were  successful  at  the  first  attempt.  There  have 
been  23  entrants  for  the  Preliminary  Examination.  Seventeen 
Nurses  have  gained  the  Hospital  Certificate. 

The  Nurses  Prizegiving  was  held  on  Friday,  December  5th  1947 
and  Miss  E.  Cockayne,  Matron  of  the  Royal  Free  Hospital,  London, 
presented  the  Certificates  and  Awards. 

At  the  beginning  of  November  last,  a  modification  of  the  Block 
system  of  training  was  started  by  the  introduction  of  a  Weekly 
Study  Day  for  all  nurses.  The  first  Block  was  completed  satisfactorily, 
and  the  second  one  is  now  proceeding.  Nurses  themselves  like  this, 
and  the  Ward  Sisters  have  found  it  quite  helpful  from  an  administrative 
angle. 

During  the  year,  work  has  been  proceeding  with  the  installation 
of  additional  wash  basins,  and  of  Radiators,  in  the  Nurses  Home. 
This  work  is  now  practically  complete,  and  will  make  a  very  great 
difference  to  the  comfort  of  the  Nursing  Staff  ;  which  they  deeply 
appreciate. 

A  Portable  Radiogram  and  also  a  small  wireless  set  have  been 
purchased  for  the  Nurses’  Home  Sitting  rooms,  the  money  for 
these  being  produced  by  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Nursing  Staff.

The  Annual  General  Meeting  was  held  on  28th  January,  1948, 
attended  by  many  Presidents  and  collectors.  The  reports  for  the 
year  were  read  which  the  Chairman  felt  were  most  satisfactory. 
Contributions  received  to  date  amounted  to  £3,250,  and  subscriptions 
to  £78.  The  Committee  authorised  £1,750  to  be  transferred  to  the 
general  account  of  the  Infirmary.  The  balance  in  the  Needlework 
Guild  account  was  the  satisfactory  sum  of  £385  13s.  6d.  and  it  was 
decided  that  nearly  all  this  should  be  spent  on  wools  and  materials 
immediately,  in  view  of  the  impending  nationalisation.  Silver 
Paper  collections  would  now  increase  greatly,  as  the  boy  scouts  of 
the  county  had  undertaken  to  help.  The  balance  of  £68  had  been 
spent  on  purchasing  80  trays  for  the  women  s  wards. 

Admiral  Sir  Richard  Bevan  spoke  about  the  future  of  the 
Infirmary,  explaining  that  all  money  held  would  be  pooled  and  used 
by  the  Government  to  provide  all  hospitals  with  necessary  equipment. 
Comforts  would  have  to  be  provided  voluntarily,  so  Admiral  Bevan 
hoped  the  League  would  realize  how  important  it  was  to  continue 
collecting  money  for  this  purpose.  He  felt  fairly  sure  this  particular 
fund  would  not  be  pooled.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT 


A  personal  survey  of  the  year’s  work  in  the  Almoner’s  Depart¬ 
ment  must  necessarily  be  limited  to  the  last  month  of  the  year  for 
my  predecessor,  Miss  S.  D.  Yates,  left  the  Hospital  to  take  up  her 
appointment  as  Head  Almoner  of  Addenbrookes  Hospital,  Cambridge 
on  18  July,  1947. 

During  1947  there  has  been  a  natural  development  in  the  work 
of  the  department  in  that  the  administrative  duties,  such  as  the 
supervision  of  the  appointments  and  registration  systems,  have 
been  removed  from  the  province  of  the  Almoner  and  have  become  the 
responsibility  of  an  independant  unit.  The  Almoner  is  now  free 
to  extend  the  scope  of  medico-social  work  within  the  hospital,  in  a 
department  already  well  established  through  the  efforts  of  Miss 
Yates. 

In  former  years  the  full  value  of  the  medico-social  workers 
was  not  realised  since  their  energies  were  diverted  by  the  subsidiary 
duties  of  financial  assessment.  The  National  Health  Service  will 
allow  a  return  to  the  primary  function  of  an  Almoner  which  change 
the  Hospital  has  already  anticipated.  In  its  fullest  sense  medico- 
social  work  aims  at  assisting  the  doctor  and  the  patient  in  the 
discovery  of  social  ills  relevant  to  the  diagnosis  of  disease.  This 
contribution  enables  a  cure  to  be  more  sure  and  permanent  by 
the  removal  or  alteration  of  the  social  causes  of  disease. 

The  tendency  of  current  legislation  is  to  cushion  the  individual 
and  it  is  often  necessary  to  stimulate  independance  in  the  patient 
to  defeat  the  devitalising  effect  of  illness,  and  to  restore  confidence 
as  convalescence  restores  a  patient  physically.  Serious  illness  may 
mean  a  process  of  readaptation  for  the  patient  and  occasionally  a 
change  of  employment  is  recommended  by  the  physician  or  surgeon. 
Much  can  be  done  while  the  patient  is  still  in  hospital  in  helping 
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him/her  to  plan  his/her  future  with  constructive  action  as  well  as 
advice,  leading  to  the  establishment  of  a  new  and  satisfying  way  of 
life.  The  patient  is  thus  enabled  to  visualise  security  for  himself/her¬ 
self  and  family  as  retraining  or  rehabilitation  can  be  undertaken  at 
one  of  the  schools  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Sometimes  the  death  of  a  wage  earner  may  mean  severe 
deprivation  for  his  dependents,  as  was  the  case  of  Mrs.  M.  whose 
husband  died  two  years  ago.  Since  his  death  the  widow  has  used 
her  savings  to  support  her  three  children,  all  of  school  age.  Mrs.  M. 
is  unable  to  work  because  of  chronic  arthiritis  and  to  give  her 
freedom  from  pain  the  surgeon  recommended  that  a  belt  should  be 
worn.  The  lady  was  most  perturbed  that  she  could  not  afford  the 
belt  for  her  savings  were  exhausted  and  the  children’s  needs  were 
paramount.  Through  the  Assistance  Board  Mrs.  M.  is  now  receiving 
a  pension  with  adequate  supplementation,  and  is  able  to  live,  though 
not  in  comfort,  at  least  free  from  anxiety.  The  Social  Welfare 
Department  generously  made  a  grant  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  belt. 

Health  usually  is  permanently  endangered  by  poor  housing 
conditions.  Bill  came  to  the  Infirmary  in  his  eleventh  year  suffering, 
for  the  second  time  in  his  short  life  from  a  serious  illness,  mainly 
attributable  to  bad  living  accommodation.  The  long  term  plan  is  to 
work  with  his  parents  and  the  Public  Health  Authorities  to  improve 
and  repair  the  home  and  so  perhaps  prevent  a  recurrence  of  his 
illness  on  his  return.  In  the  meantime  his  recovery  is  completed 
by  a  long  period  of  convalescence  at  the  seaside  while  the  necessary 
improvements  are  effected. 

Through  the  help  of  such  agencies  as  the  Public  Health 
Departments  of  both  City  and  County  an  Almoner  can  do  a  great 
deal  for  the  patients.  My  thanks  are  due  to  them,  as  to  the  other 
statutory  bodies,  notably,  the  Assistance  Board,  the  Social  Welfare 
Departments,  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 
Also  to  the  voluntary  agencies  whose  work  we  will  need  so  much  in 
the  future  to  humanise  the  statutory  provisions  against  social 
distress.  Among  these  are  the  British  Red  Cross  with  their  food 
parcels  to  help  the  sick  and  infirm,  and  the  Car  Service  which  enables 
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so  many  patients  to  attend  for  treatment.  The  British  Legion  and 
the  Royal  Air  Force  Benevolent  Fund  and  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service  who  assist  with  clothing.  Also  the  members  of  the  Women’s 
Institute  who  organise  the  canteen  service. 

Lastly  my  sincere  thanks  to  Miss  Pearson  whose  help  during  the 
transition  period  has  been  invaluable,  and  to  the  staff  who  have 
made  me  welcome  and  given  me  their  co-operation.

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ORTHOPTIST’S  REPORT 

Ten  months  ago  the  new  department  for  the  treatment  and 
Investigation  of  squints  and  some  eye  muscle  defects  was  opened. 

After  the  first  few  months  the  number  of  patients  began  to 
increase  steadily.  In  April,  77  attendances  were  made  ;  in  November 
271.  The  total  attendance  for  the  ten  months  was  1,642.  During 
that  period,  167  new  patients  were  dealt  with  ;  I  12  are  attending 
for  treatment  or  are  under  observation  awaiting  treatment.  The 
majority  are  Gloucester  City  and  County  School  Children.  Three 
children  come  from  Herefordshire,  and  one  from  Monmouthshire. 
Three  adults  recently  began  attending  for  treatment. 

18  patients  have  been  cured  or  greatly  improved.  This  may 
not  seem  many,  but  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that,  to  be  classified 
as  a  successful  result  of  Orthoptic  training,  the  patient  must  have 
not  only  straight  eyes,  but  a  relatively  high  grade  of  binocular  vision. 
Also,  some  time  must  elapse  before  a  “  cure  ”  can  be  claimed. 

In  addition  to  the  squints  and  muscle  defects,  several  cases  with 
lazy  vision  alone  are  being  treated. 

One  patient  had  a  large  squint  with  and  without  her  glasses- 
After  an  operation  her  eyes  were  quite  straight  in  her  glasses, 
but  there  was  still  a  marked  squint  without  them.  After  several 
weeks  of  treatment  she  had,  and  still  has,  no  sign  of  a  squint  without 
her  glasses,  both  eyes  are.  functioning  normally  together,  and  the 
vision  of  the  weaker  eye  has  improved. 

Another  patient  with  a  marked  squint  which  glasses  held  straight 
has  been  taught  to  hold  his  eyes  straight  without  them.  He  is  rarely 
seen  to  squint  now,  and  can  remove  his  glasses  for  special  occasions. 

There  are  a  number  of  patients  who  cannot  be  helped  by 
training,  but  the  percentage  seen  is  considerably  lower  now  than 
during  the  first  few  weeks. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  start  a  new  department,  especially 
in  a  comparatively  recent  branch  of  treatment.  The  Oithoptist  is 
grateful  for  the  help  and  encouragement  which  she  has  received 
during  the  first  difficult  months.

Qualification  The  qualification  for  a  Governor  is  an  Annual  Subscription 

of  Governor.  0f  not  |ess  than  two  Guineas,  or  a  Donation  at  one  time  of  not 
less  than  Forty  Pounds  ;  which  last  shall  constitute  such  donor 
a  Governor  for  life.  An  annual  subscription  of  not  less  than 
Three  Gunieas  shall  enable  any  Parish,  Corporate  Body,  Trustees 
of  any  Charitable  Institution  or  Trust,  Friendly  or  other  Society, 
Public  Company,  or  any  Firm  of  Partners  in  Trade,  Club,  or  persons 
clubbing  together  for  the  purpose,  to  register  the  name  of  an 
individual,  one  of  their  own  body,  as  a  Governor  of  the  Institution, 
and  such  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a 
Governor.

A  subscription  paid  by  a  New  Subscriber  during  any  year  will 
be  considered  a  subscription  for  that  year,  commencing  on  the 
1st  day  of  January.  Every  1  Subscriber  will  be  considered  as 
continuing  his  subscription,  until  he  shall  have  given  a  written 
notice  to  the  Treasurer  or  Secretary  of  his  intention  to  withdraw 
the  same.

Every  Minister  of  Religion  who  shall  collect  in  a  place  of 
Worship,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  the  sum  of  Five  Pounds 
or  upwards,  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend,  during  a  period  of 
twelve  months  after  such  collection,  one  In-patient  and  five 
Out-patients  for  each  Five  Pounds  so  collected. 

No  Out-patient  shall  be  treated  for  a  longer  period  than 
eight  successive  weeks  under  any  one  recommendation  of  a 
Subscriber,  provided  that  in  the  case  of  an  Out-patient  who 
attends  periodically  for  inspection  only  and  not  for  regular  treat¬ 
ment,  the  recommendation  shall  be  available  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months. 

FORMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Printed  Letters  of  Recommendation  will,  on  application,  be  supplied 
by  the  House  Governor  and  Secretary. 

The  attention  of  Subscribers  is  respectfully  drawn  to  the  fact  that  Letters 
of  Recommendation  in  right  of  any  subscription  are  available  only  during  the 
year  to  which  the  subscription  relates. 

Subscribers  are  earnestly  requested  to  carefully  fill  in  on  any  Letter  of 
Recommendation  the  required  particulars  as  shown  on  the  forms  ;  and, 
where  the  Patient  resides  in  a  town,  to  especially  state  the  street  and  number 
of  his  or  her  residence. 

WORKPEOPLE’S  CONTRIBUTION  SCHEME. 

The  rate  of  contribution  for  unmarried  contributors  is  3d.  per  week 
and  the  contributor  is  exempt  from  the  maintenance  charge  if  admitted  to 
any  Hospital,  (v/ith  certain  exceptions)  but  a  contribution  of  4d.  per  week  from 
an  unmarried  man  or  woman  (other  than  a  widower  or  widow  having  children 
under  16  years  of  age)  will  include  a  parent  who  is  unable,  by  reason  of  age  or 
infirmity,  to  support  himself  or  herself,  and  who  is  materially  supported  by 
the  contributor. 

The  rate  of  contribution  for  a  married  man  is  4d.  per  week  which  exempts 
himself,  wife  and  children  up  to  16  years  of  age,  including  children  adopted 
by  and  dependent  upon  the  Contributor,  from  the  maintenance  charge. 

MAINTENANCE  CHARGE. 

The  maintenance  charge  which  will  be  revised  from  time  to  time  has  been 
fixed  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  Od.  per  week.  Contributory  Patients  are  exempt 
from  this  charge.

While  a  detailed  statement  of  the  actual  expenditure  involved  is  not  available, 

it  is  reasonable  to  suggest  that  the  amount  would  not  exceed  £13,000.  This  alone 
•speaks  for  the  excellent  voluntary  organisation  that  has  existed  and  for  the 
popularity  of  the  Scheme. 
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It  is  interesting  to  record  that  since  1927  over  50%  of  the  total  ordinary 
income  of  the  Gloucestershire  R.oya!  Infirmary  has  been  provided  annually  by 
the  Contribution  Scheme  with  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  Royal  Infirmary 
League. 

The  vast  amount  of  voluntary  work  which  has  produced  these  excellent 
results  cannot  be  assessed  and  the  Committee  is  aware  of  the  inadequacy  of 
reiterated  thanks.  It  is,  however,  apparent  that  everyone  who  has  assisted  in 
any  way  has  done  so  with  the  object  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  Hospital 
and  thus  assisting  those  who,  through  illness  or  accident  require  Hospital 
treatment.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  available,  the  modern  apparatus 
and  general  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  are  a  fitting  reward  for  the  help  so  willingly 
given. 

On  behalf  of  all  Contributors  the  Committee  once  again  thank  all  members 
of  the  Honorary  and  Resident  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  the  Matron  and  members 
of  the  Nursing  Staff,  and  the  House  Governor  and  members  of  his  Staff,  for  the 
kindness  and  courtesy  extended  to  all  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  enter  the 
Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  local  Press  has  again  been  very  generous  in  its  support  of  all  matters 
affecting  the  Hospital  and  the  assistance  given  cannot  be  overestimated. 

The  Committee  would  refer  with  deep  regret  to  the  death,  during  the  year, 
of  Mr.  Poulton.  Mr.  Poulton  had  been  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
for  some  years  and  was  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  loyal  supporters  of  the  Scheme, 
in  the  Forest  of  Dean. 

Since  this  report  was  commenced,  the  Committee  has  suffered  a  grievous 
loss  through  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Benfield.  Many  tributes  have  been  paid 
in  the  past  to  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Benfield,  both  for  the  Contributory  Scheme 
and  the  Hospital,  and  the  presentation  made  to  him  in  1946  gave  evidence  of  the 
general  appreciation  of  his  efforts. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  wish  to  record  their  sense  of  personal  loss 
through  the  passing  of  a  wise  counsellor  and  loyal  colleague  and  feel  that  the 
spirit  of  service  and  good  fellowship  displayed  by  Mr.  Benfield  will  long  be 
remembered  in  Hospital  circles  in  Gloucestershire. 

The  “appointed  day  ”  for  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service 
is  5th  July,  1948,  and  all  contributors  are  urged  to  maintain  their  payments  to 
the  Scheme  to  that  date.  The  increasing  maintenance  costs  of  the  Hospital  are 
so  vast  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  each  Contributor  to  make  a  special  effort  during 
the  last  few  remaining  months  in  which  the  Scheme  will  operate.  This  would 
indeed  be  a  fitting  memorial  of  the  service  rendered  to  the  community  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century.

IN-PATIENTS 


The  Hospital  is  at  all  times  open  for  the  reception  of 
cases  of  emergency  or  accident. 

ADMISSIONS 

All  cases  of  urgency  and  serious  accident  shall  be  admitted 
without  recommendation,  but  all  In-patients  shall  be  required  to 
pay  for  their  maintenance  such  sum  in  conformity  with  their 
means  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  fixed  by  the  Weekly  Board, 
unless  they  shall  be  exempted  under  the  Workpeople’s  Con¬ 
tribution  Scheme. 


RECOMMENDED  CASES 

In-patients  can  be  received  on  the  presentation  of  a  written 
recommendation  of  a  Subscriber  and  five  Out-patient  papers  or 
of  a  Member  of  the  Acting  Medical  Staff  in  respect  of  any  Out¬ 
patient  under  his  treatment. 

Every  Subscriber  is  earnestly  requested,  before  signing  a 
recommendation  for  an  In-patient,  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  a 
medical  man  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  case  for  Hospital  treatment. 

It  is  requested  that  Subscribers  who  intend  sending  patients 
from  a  distance  should  previously  communicate  with  the  Resident 
Surgical  Officer  to  ascertain  whether  the  patient  can  be  admitted, 
forwarding  at  the  same  time  the  opinion  of  a  medical  man  as  to 
the  suitability  of  the  case. 

No  person  will  be  admitted  as  an  In-patient  who  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Medical  Officers  can  be  treated  with  equal  benefit  as  an 
Out-patient. 


VISITING  DAYS 

In-patients  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  on  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays  from  2  till  4  o’clock.  Visitors  are  allowed  at  no  other 
time  unless  by  permission  of  the  Resident  Surgical  Officer 
and/or  the  Matron. 


PAYING  WARD  BLOCK 

There  are  four  2-bed  wards,  two  4-bed  wards  at  the  Hospital, 
and  six  private  wards  for  paying  patients.  Particulars  may  be 
obtained  from  the  House  Governor  and  Secretary.
